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FISH Conies To U.S. 


Senior Citizen Group Established 


(Second of three articles) 

The St. Andrew’s plan was 
adapted into a workable 
form in 1964 for West 
Springfield, Massachusetts. 
The basic plan was outlined 
in a series of sermons given 
by Father Robert L. Howell 
of Good Shepherd Episcopal 
Church, West Springfield. 

The window sign was to be 
replaced by a proposed 
commercial telephone an¬ 
swering service, on duty 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week, and answering for the 
FISH. 

Each day of the month a 
different set of parish 
families would be “on call” 
for the FISH and all calls for 
help would be channeled to 
them on their day. A team of 
three or four families would 
be available per day to 
answer the calls. 

Letters of explanation 
would be sent to all the 
homes in the target area 
explaining FISH, and 
notifying the local people 
that church members and 
non-members, Christian and 
non-Christian alike would be 
served. 

Obviously, the kinds of 
calls would be as varied as 
the problems of human life. 
Some of the emergencies 
would also need follow- 
through. 

Within a few days, 
following the outlined 
procedure, five people said 
they wanted to help. They 
joined the Episcopal priest 
and his wife in becoming the 
nucleus for the new group. 
They made preliminary 
plans to move forward and 
began enlisting the help of 


more people. By the time 
they were ready to begin 
this new outreach, 58 people 
had committed themselves 
to serving one or more days 
each month. 

They had no idea whether 
or not anyone would ever 
make that first call to the 
FISH, though they 
themselves were prepared 
to be of service. And so 
began a test period of three 
months, beginning in June of 
1964. For the test they 
selected a limited downtown 
area of 1500 homes near to 
the parish, plus a nearby 
housing project for the 
elderly. A telephone 
answering service was 
employed and a phone 
number was assigned. 

The three month trial 
passed quickly and 
demonstrated that they had 
a workable plan. In the Fall 
they extended this ministry 
to the entire town of West 
Springfield. Soon they 

enlisted the help of people 

beyond their immediate 
parish and they became an 
ecumenical group. Now 

more than half of the 
members were members of 
other churches. Encouraged 
by the response they 

received, they soon decided 
to take on the whole Greater 
Springfield area which 
meant that they were now 
dealing with roughly 500,000 
people.

The Placentia Unified 
Principals’ Association 
announces that it has 
instructed its repre¬ 
sentative on the district 
Negotiating Council to 
vigorously oppose the 
negotiations package 
recently submitted by the 
Council to the Board of 
Education. 

This action has been taken 
for several reasons. First, 
the principals of the district 
find themselves in 
philosophical disagreement 
with the current operations 
and procedures of the 
Negotiating Council. 

Second, the principals are 
of the opinion that the 
contents of the package are 
of such a nature that, if 
granted, they would lead to 


fiscal bankruptcy, 
curricular chaos, 
operational inefficiency, 
ineffective supervision of 
instruction, and adminis¬ 
trative disorganization. 

Third, the principals of 
the district are of the firm 
opinion that the demands 
made in the negotiations 
package are not in keeping 
with the level of good faith 
which should exist between 
the citizens of the 
community and the school 
system which they support. 

Fourth and perhaps most 
important, the principals 
seriously question that the 
negotiations package is 
truly representative of the 
attitudes and desires of the 
majority of the teaching 
staff.
